INTRODUCTION: 


On the 49th October, 1942, a civilian of German nationality 
was arrested by troops of the 102nd American Cavalry Reconmissance Group 
while attempting to crose into the Allied lines at © point about 4 Ions, 
rerth of Wirtzfeld (Belgian-German frontier). The prisoner, who carried 
a German pessport in the name of Alfred BONSE, refused to give his 
particulars to the soldiers arresting him on the ground thet he was entrusted 
with a secret Mission, 


When brought.to the local American Army advanced headquarters, 
however, he stated that he was carrying false papers, thet his real nam 
res eee NAUJOCKS, and that he was a special emissary from prominent 
members of the Austrian Underground Movement to a certain Colonel CHRIST 
(sic) who, he understood, was director of the. "European Division” of the 
British Foreign Office, NAUJOCKS was the ‘bearer of a letter which, he 
claimsd, Was intended for Colonel CHRISTI, and he was also well provided 
with money, having in his Bpneeseson: 19,805 Belgian francs, 259 German 
marks, and 100 United States dollars. 


Frolimimary interrogation of the prisoner was non carried ot, 
and he gave his examiners a skeleton account of his life story amd activitics. 
This story was subsequently augmented by further interrogations, which 
took place at No. 205 H.Q. Amerioan C.I.C. Detachment, on the 20th October; 
at No. 888 H,q. First U.S. Army, on the 23rd October; at the H.Q, of 
the icth Army Group, on the 28th, 29th, 30th, and 3ist October. 


hk reasonably coherent version of NAUJOCKS' story having been 
obtained, it was decided to send him to the U.K. for more intensive 
examination, _ He was acoordingly taken to Paris on the 2nd Nevember, 
1941, whence | Was flown to England on the same eo He arrived, under 
BPSCcort, at ‘amp 020 on the mormming of the following day, November Ira, 
and the detailed inves tigation of his case was begun without delay, 


Examination of NAUJOCKS' property, which comprised a black 
kitbag and a brown canvas holdall containing changea of clothing and 
necessary toilet requisites, revealed nothing of interest, ami, apart from 
his false passport’and a weli-filled diary and address book, no suspicious 
documents were found in his pockets. He was, accordingly, carefully 
interrogated over a considerable period, and the complete story obtained 
from him may be set forth as) follows. 


S iel-Gaarden, Nh ta bly 
september, 1911, the second child of Bick rad NAUJOCKS and 
his wife, Gavesa: nse PAHLXE. The Bsthex: an ex-naval reservist, 
WaS a sales representative for a number of drug mamfacturers, and 
carried on his modest business from his own home. Young NAUJOCKS and 
his two sisters (who are now aged 38 and 31 years respectively) grew up 
in the house where they were born, 


When he was six years old, the boy was sent to the Ober-Real~ 
schule II in Kiel, where, despite the fact that he wis il] for long 
periods with chgst trouble at each tum of the season, he made steady 
progress with his studies, and eventually reached the Obertertia grade 
at the age of approximately sixteen years. Having no desire to 
prolong his schooling by taking the senior courses, NAUJOCKS now left 
the Ober-Healschule without troubling to gee for his leaving 
certificate, since he felt that it would be Wiser to learn a useful trade. 





EARLY LIFS (Continued): 
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in 1938, having decided to become an orvhopacd ie Surgical 
mechanic, he entered the business of a ceria an Herr RECKAAN 4s an. 
apprentice, and worked for this man in Kiel for about two years, during 
which period he completed his education by study ing at the local technical 
school. By Easter, 1930, however, NAUJOCKS had grown tired of surgical 
mechanics, and he therefore decided to abandon his apprenticeship so as 
to able to try his hend at motor repair work which, he fel | 
more interesting. He successfully obtained employment ; 
by a Certain Herr NOBIS, +row which he transferred, aiver a 
to another motor fimn in Kiel owmed by a man named Bernhard | 
Nonards the end of the year, having learned the elements of

ifying him for menbership of the transport mechanios' trade, ax 
obtained e better job as repair manager with the REDLIEN Firm Ln 
heidstrasse, Kiel. Unfortunately for him, this business went bankrupt 
shortly after he joined it, and being unable to find Work with any motor 
repair company, NAUJOCKS was obliged to remain at home and help his father 
with his druz-selling in return for occasic nal pocket monsy and his keep. 
As, however, NAUJOCKS senior was unable to pay his son any 
regular salary, the latter soon became dissatisfied with his lot and 
began to search for more lucrative employment. In this he was unsuccess- 
ful, since Jormany was still suffering from the effects of the post-war 
depression, and he Was eventually reduced to such sfraits that he ves 
compelled to apply for unemployment assistance, Being now without work 
end in receipt of the German equivalent of the “dole", NAUJOCKS became 
aware, for the first time, of the political hotbed in the midst of which 
he Lived. The Kiel district of Gaarden contained the majority of the 
extremist political elements, and it was literally only possible, at 
this time, to belong either te the Extreme Right (the National Sociali sts), 
or to the Extreme Left (the Commmnists). Street fighting between the 
rivel factions was a frequent occurrence, and bands of ruffians roamed 
the thoroughfares. NAUJOCKS had, up till now, taken no interest in 
political matters and was indifferent to both Communists and Nazis. A 
oertain experience, hovweve rT, was destined abruptly to change his VLeWs. 


FIRST CONTACT WITH THs NAZT PARTY: 


In July 1934, having been given a motor cyzle by his father, 
NAUJOCKS went into a eshep close to his home to purchase a co loured pennant 
for his machine. Unwittingly he chose one Dearing the Nazi swastika 
emblem, and as he was about to ride awey from the shop with the pemnani 
fixed to his handlebars, he was set upon by a mob of young Communists 
who dragged him from his motor-cycle and severely beat him up, As a 
result of this incident, NAUJOCKS, who was badly scared, resolved, 48 a 
measure of personal protection, to Pind out more about the activities and 
aims of the Mazi Party. 

fle accordingly attended party meetings anc, becoming enthusiastic, 
joined the S.S. on the occasion of an electoral gathering on the 7st August, 
1951. AB on S.S. }an, NAUJOCKS now automatically became a member of 
the Nazi Party, and it was in this month (August 1931) that the important 
phase of his life began. 


During the autumn he received regular training in both military 
and political subjects, and he also took part in a certain amount of 
squad drill, He states, however, that no weapon training was carried — 
out at this etane in the development of the Nazilarty. At this period,

at about this time, in obtaining a diverce decree from his wife, and was

Towards the:end of the summer of 1934, NAUJOCKS was promoted to 
the rank of QOberscharfuehrer, and he now began to come into moh closer 
contact with HEYDRICH, who was becoming more and more influential in the 
Nazi Party. “TNS “thisy first met, HEYDRICH treated his subordinate arite 
well, but the two did not always see eye to eye and friction sometimes 
arose between them, WAUJOCKS, nevertheless, was Wise enough to ayoid 
giving HEYDRICH any cause to complain of his work ot this stage in his 
career, for he was beginring to feel himself securely established in the 
Party, and did not wish to jeopardise his chances of future promotion,

After fourteen days stay in the 
G2ech capital, however, they decided to abandon the BUECIED Ss as they 
feared repercussions from the local police. They returned to Berlin, 
aratien: and NAUJOCKS told HEYDRICH a carefully prepared story to the 
effect that they had-been unable to Jocate their quarry, HEYDRICH, 
unfortunately, refused ta accept this excuse, accusing him of cowardice 
ae disobedience, and it was this incident which laid the foundations of 
uszrel which was later to develop between the two men.

Thais attitude on the part of their chief so disgusted NAUJOCES 
that they determined to avoid undertaking any further missions 
RICH, and NAUJOCKS himself maintains that his nerves were badly 
sted By the incident which - indeed - was the main cause of the 
nervous breakilown which he later suffered. HEYDRICH, however, charact- 
eristically ignored his subordinate's personal feclings in the matter, 
and calmly suggested to NAUJOCKS that he should return to Czechoslovakia 
as soon as the affair had blown over somewhat, for the purpose of finding 
out if FOROS' W/t transmitter had, in fact, been completely destroyed. . 
To his surprise and annoyance, NAUJOCKS flatly refused to go, partly 
because he was far from well, anil patly because the murder had received 
considerable publicity in the Czech press and he feared that he would be 
recognised and arrested. He declares that the Czech authorities never 
succeeded in tracing the crime to him, and mentions that Edith KERSBACH, 
who did not realise the implications of the plot in which she was an 
accomplice, is now remarried and living peacefully in Switzerland,

NAUJOCKS now resumed his work for the $.D. Oberabschnitt Oost, 
which had, during his absence.in Czechosiovakia, moved to now premises 
at Borlin-Grunewald, Jagostrasse 16/18 He began by carrying out the 
same clerical duties as hitherto, dut beforo the olose of 1935, his 
promotion to Sturmfuehrer came through, bringing with it added respons- 
ibilities and placing him in a supervisory position. He states that, 
at this time, Germony possessed no active intelligence service operating 
beyond her bordors, and that his work consisted almost entirely of 
internal espionage and the enforcement of security measures designed to 
protect the clandestine armaments industry. This involved the careful 
watching of al] people mown to be opposed to the regime, and those 
considered to be at all dangerous were rounded up and either throw 
into concentration camps or liquidated, 


It should be pointed out, at this stage, that the name 
“Oberabschnitt Ost" is somewhat misleading. The &partment was concerned 
with security measures in Eastern Germny, not Eastern Kurope, and its 
phere of influence at the time when NAUJOCKS was connected with it 
omprised Branienburg, the Kurmark (Berlin district), ar the metropolitan 


rea of Berlin itself, The Oberabschnitt ws divided up into the

He also Met Admiral CANARIS, the German Secret Service 
Ghief at about this time, being presented to him by HEYDRICH's adjutant, 
Hauptstur mfuchrer SCHEIDLER, in HSYDRICH's ante-room at the Berlin 
Gestapo Headcuarters. CANARIS was wearing naval unifom on this occasion, 
ana NAUJOCKS had a few moments’ general conversation with hin, This 
vas the only meeting NAUJOCKS had with CANAKIS. He states that he does 
not kmow where he is now, though ho believes him to have been disgraced 
as 4 “result of his failure to provide satisfactory military intelligonce 
in comsotion with the Russian campaign. He did, however, later meet 
CANARIS's nephew, when the latter was appointed 5,5, Polizeifuehrer and 
Befehlehaber in Brussels and established himself in offices in the 


In addition to the above, HIMMLSR's personal adjutant, a man 
named VON HADELN, was well knovm to NAUJOCES at the time when he joined 
the 52D, seur eee VI.

EIPER, vas himself subsequentty transferred to the Waffen S.S., and 
USOCKS says that HIMMLER's police-adjutant during the latter ae of

In March, 1938, NAUJOCKS was promoted to the rank of Stum- 
bannfuehrer and made chief (Hauptabteilungsleiter) of the department of 
the $.D. Tauptant Yi which dealt with South-Eastern Europe.

At the beginning of 1939 HEYDRICH sent for NADJOCKS and made 
yet another vib gs to persuade him to act as his private assassin, On 
this occasion the victim was to be a certaln BERNDT who Worked in tg 
Propaganda Ifinist try and who, in some way or other, had contrived t 
offend BEYDRICH. in this instance NAUJOCKS was not specif eae 
ordered to liquidate BERNDT, but approached confidentially and asked 
if he would personally arrest the man, When requesting him to do this, 
however, HEYDRICH stressed that NAUZOCKS was to use his revolver without 
hesitation if the victim mide the slightest attempt at resistance, and 
it seemed, therefore, that the chanoes of the unfortunate BERNDT being 
ktdnapped: with a whole skin - or even alive - were slight indeed. 


Realising that he was practically being asked to murder BERND‘ 
who, incidentally, was well imowm to him, NAUJOCKS begged HEYDRICH to 
find some other man for the job, pointing out that his nerves were in 

a very poor state and that he was, in fact, far from well, Finding that 
HEYDRICH remained unimpressed, he then took a number of days sick leave 
and retired to his bed, 


On his eventual return to work, however, HEYDRICH sent for him 
fury, severely reprimanded him for disobed) ane y 
general dissatisfaction with wf work. ‘¢ AS] 
departmental chief, dared not mention NAU TOOLS nal Ry 
little time after this feoident, and he (JOST) secretly eaves nis 
subormiinate to get out of the 6, ne at the first opporunity, and proneee 
hin his assistance.

NAIJOCKS, horrified 
at such a devilish scheme, replied that there was nothing he could co to 
assist, tut he believes, nevertheless, that HSYDRICH eventually succeeded 








During the early spring of 1939, NAUJOCES , who felt that he 
badly needed a holiday, went on & tour of Southern Italy and Sicily. 
This wag carried out solely for pleasure, and he states that he did no 
work for the S.D. during the course of the trip. 


Shortly after his retum to Berlin (in Merch), the German 
Army invaded Czechoslovakia and ocoupied Prague, and this outrage, as is 
well known, was followed by much diplomatic haggling regerding the future 
of Slovakia which, HITIER proposed, should become a semi-autonomous 

state under jazi protection. NAUJOCKS himself was concerned to som 
extent in this diplomatic activity, being deputed to mect the Siocvak 
delegation, consisting of KARMASIN, DURCZANSKI, MACH and Dr, TUKA, When 
they arrived at Tempelhof Airport for conversations with the Corman 
leaders in Berlin, After receiving the party at Tempelhof, he 
accompanied them to- their interview with Hermann GOERTHG and Was present 
during the preliminary talks. NAUJOCKS states that the visit of these 
Slovak delegates to Berlin was arranged by his friend Werner GOCETTSCH, 
who was by this time working for the 8.D. in Viemma. OSTYSCH, 26 sec 
mas also in close contact with Dr. TISO, and was assisting WESSHUGIER 
(until reoently the Hasi Representative in Hingary) in negotiating wit 
the Sloveks in their om capitel, Bratislava. - 










Shortly after the visit of KARHASI's party to Berlin, HAUJOCKS 
himself went to Bratislava to discuss the progress of the talks with 
DURCZANSA], VEGSEICISIER end FRAISS. He was there for only two days, 
however, and declares that he never mot TISO. Purthermors, he states 
that he had nothing to do with the interview arranged between TISO and 
HITLER at about this time. 





 Aftor playing his small part in these negotiations regarding the 
future of the Slovak state, NAUJOCTS carried out a seni-official tour of 
Austria and Bohomia, which were undergoing the proccss of Nazification. 
While in Vierma, on this occasion, he maiie & point of renewing contact 
with GOEPISCH, and the two of thea attended a reception held by HITLER, 
during the course of which NAUJOCIS had the privilege of meeting HIMiLR 
for the second time, Before leaving the Austrian Capital on his returm 
journey to Berlin, NAUJOCES was introduced by GOBTTSCH to KALTENBMUNNER, 
who had just been appointed Hoeherer S.S, und Polizeifuehrer in Visnna. 
KALCENBHUNNER was regarded as a Man with a future even in those days; _ | 
end he is now, of course, chief of the Reichssicherheitshauptamt in} /////i) 1“ °~

WAUJOGES has a high opinion of KALTEMBRUNIER's ability and 
s:eoks of hin as a straightforward and honest min.. He says that 
HEYDRICH and KALTENBRUNNGR were always on bad terms ~ the contrast in 
their characters being sufficient to make this inevitable. HIMMLER, 
however, liked him, and insisted on his being chosen to replace HEYDRICH 
chen the latter was eventually assassinated by the Czech Patriots.

9. short time previously, to Dr. Walter MEYER, Director of the Junkers 
Airoraft Worke, Through this important industrialist he made the 
enquaintance of Enginger-Generel I0CHT, whom he describes as UWET’s 
right-hand man at the Alr Mintstry, ami other staff of fficers, including 
the Ghief of Personnel of the Lluftuaffe Fighter Command, NADIJCCKS told 
General IWSHT about his difficulties with Heyppion and asked him if he 
could find a means of freeing him from the S,D, and reoruiting him into 
the Luftwaife af a prospective fighter pilot. ICHE, who knew HEYDRICH 
for what he was, readily agreed to assist;. NAUJOCYS’ training programme 
Was drawn up, and he even went so far as to undergo his preliminary 
dical exam ination ami sit for the intelligence test. - HEYDRICH, however, 

| heared 4 in time of his application to join the Luftwaffe, and stubbornly 
refused to release him from his duties at the 5,D, Hauptant VI. After 

this NAUJOCKS approached his chier on three or four further occasions in 
the hope of having his transfer approved, but HEYDRICH eventually told 
him that, if he referred to the matter again, he would.be severely 
punished for behsving in an undisciplin ied manner. 


THE POLISH FRONTIER INCIDENTS: 


On the 710th August, 1939, NAUJOCID wes summoned into HEYDRICH's 
presence end told that, as the Muehrex was determined to attack Polans 
within a nonth, it would be necessary to stace some "frontier incidents" 
which would - the world to believe that the first aggressive move 
had been made ie the Poles and not by the Germans. For this purpose

NAUJOCHS states that, a fter a large mumber of the notes had alre ne 
printed, somebody suddenly nota ced that they were in denominations of

have handied such high-va sue paper money. The sudden circulation of 
such Bea in the British Isles would, consequently, cause the Governnent 
to suspect imiediately that they had been forged abroad, and the game 
would be up so far as the Germans Were concerned. 


The strain of this work soon began to tell on NAUJOOKS' nerves, 
for not only wos he deeply involved in the forging of bank notes, but 
also still responsible for the collecting together of the various 
sechnical materials required by the espionage agents of the Sicherheltsdioenst, 


By the autumn of 1910, the printing of the first consignment of 
bank notes (50,000 in zarious denominations) was completed, and NAUJOCKS* 
experts wore able to devote more oft their time io pne forging of identity 
documents and, in particular, foreign pass ports for the use of both S.D. 
and Abwehr. Here they found that t+ the experience gained in the bank 


note forging stood them in good stead, since passports could be effcot- 
ively produced by means of the same photographic and electrotype processes. 


Questioned regarding the part which he himself played in this 
technioal department of the S.D., NAUJOCYS declares that he acted simply 
and solely in a supervisory capacity. There is little doubt, however, 
that he acquired a very fair knowledge of the technique of bank note 
forging by observing his various experts at work, and it must be remembered, 
in this connection, that having started life as 4 motor machant ; he 
would naturally take an intelligent interst in anything involving the 


Regarding the espionage agents who applied to his department 
for technical equipment-~he can unfortunately supply no information at all.

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routine medical examination revealed the fact that he was suffering from 

a stomach ulcer, ami he was accordingly instructed to report to the 
military hospital in Prague for treatment. Realising that he had been 
suffering from more or less permanent stomach trouble for some considerable 
time, NAUJOCKS soon decided that he could best *reat the malady on his own, 
and with this idea in mind, he contrived to have himself discharged from 
hospital as fit for military service. 





ICIPATION IN THE RUSSIAN CAMPAIGN: 


He duly left Prague and returned to his unit at Bruenn, wheme, 
five days after the commencement of the German invasion of Russia, he ws 
sent to that country to take part in the Blitzkrieg against the Bolsheviks. 
In Russia, NADJOCKS served with the Leibstandarte Artillery Regiment, and 
with this unit he advanced through Kiev to the Crimea, fighting many 
hard battles in the Ukraine. The Leibstandarte suffered heavy casualtics, 
and hati to be reformed after each engagement and transferred to a new 
position. NAUJOCES himself was wounded on three or four occasions in 
skizmmishes with Russian gucrilias, but never so severely as to be in- 
capacitated. His regimental commander, during this campaign, was an 
S.S. Brigadefuehrer by the namo of STADTINCER. 


Eventually the German Armies reached Rostov-on-Don, where 
NADJOCRS once again fell victim to his stomach ailment. This time, the 
doctors diagnosed two duodenal ulcers and an attack of jaundice, and he 
wes accormingily sent to a field hospital at Taganrog for treatment... A 
few days before Christmas, 19),1, it was decided to invalid him out of 
Russia, and it ws first of all proposed that he should be taken to a 
German hospital at Jassy in Rowmania, This plen, however, was changed 
at the last moment, With the result that he was taken by ambulance trein 
to Berlin, where he was accommodated in the 5.5, lIazarett, Owing to 
congestion on the railways, this homeward journey lasted for some three 
weeks, and Berlin was not reached until the 15th jamary, 1942. 


CONVALESCENCE AND FINAL INTERVIGW WITH HsyYDRICH: 


NAUJOCKS now remained under treatment in hospital for some 
two and a hai? months, but no operation Was performed on him. Eventually, 
on the ist April, 1942, it was decided that he was well on the road to 
recovery, and he was therefore sent to complete his cure at the Hotel 
Bristol in Karlsbad, which had been adapted as.a convalescent home for | 
Waffen S.S, persomnel. 


On the 15th May, 1942, NADJOCKS' period of convalescence cane 
to an end and he was sent back to Berlin. There he underwent a cursory 
medical examination, after which he was posted to the convalescent 
company of tho Leibstandarte depot battalion. He Was Vhen given three 
weeks sick leave, but suffered a relapse and had to take to his bed once 
MOT , A furvyher medical Seanimatton vas therefore carried out by the 
regimental surgeon, whe pronounced his paticnt indefinit sae unfit for 
active servic \s a result of this report NAUJOCKS resolved to search 
for a better job than that of recruit instructor, for which he seemed to 
be destined, end he eventually made up his mind to see HEYDRICH, who Was 
then in Prague, with a view to obtaining some kind of Fecommendation.

NAUJOCKS was the bearer of a letter 
addressed to this centleman, Further interrogation showed 
that NAUJOCKS had a long history of service in the Nazi 
Party which lent edcitional suspicion to the varmue stary he 
gave of his allesed mission. He was, therefore, sent to 
this country anc arrived at Camp 020 on 3.41.4. 





In his early manhood NAUJOCKS tried a mumber of trades 
but already in 1941, finding himself virtuelly unemployed, 
began to mix in politics and joined the §.S. on 41st August 
of that year. He says that he did this because of his fear 
of the Communists anc he soon became an active and 
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belligerent member of the organisation, In 1934 he went to 
Berlin ond obtained a position as a driver fn the Politica 
intellicence Department of the s.S.. Shortly ofterwards 
HEYDRICH with certain members of the Bavarké kistlen formed 

1¢ SoD. Oberabschnitt Ost, to which NAUJOCKS was trans= 
ferred and in which he soon transferred to a position on thg 
Olerical staff. From this time onwards he eame in very 
close ¢gontact with HEYDRICH himsclf anc, through HEYDRICH, 
wos introduced to other prominent Germans onc. would=be 
leaders of the Reich including HIMMLER and GOERING. In 
Ootober of that year NAUJOCKS was given the first of many 
missions by HEYDRICH. This was an assipmment to 0 to 
Prague and murder Otto STRASSER. NAUJOCK'’s accomplice in 
the task was another S.S,. mon named Werner GOETTSCH who 
appears to have been a close friend of NAUR . fpom his 
carliost days in the S.S. NAUJOCKS and GOETTSCH went to 
Prague but found it too dancerous to attempt the oassassinas 
tion. HBYDRICH, on their return, secuscd NiAUJOCKS of 
cowardice and disobedience and it was this incident which, 
according to NAUJOCKS, laid the foundation for the auarre] 
which later developed betwcen the two MeN, 





The uext incident so far admittea by NAUJOCKS is 
another assignment in February 1935 to CZechoslovakia, It 
appears that an unofficial wireless transmitter in a remote 
vVillsase some distanee from Prague was putting out antie 
German propaganda which onused embarragsgment to the Mazis. 
NAUJOCKS' ossignment was to destroy the tranemitter ami - 
bring the operator Rudolph FORMIS back to Germany alisre, 
NAUJOCKS suoceeced only tos well in the operation but 
unfortunately killed FORMIS in the strugrile which took DLOC 
GOETISCH was on this occasion also N.UJOCKS' associates, sale: 





NAUJOCKS returned to his clerical work after this and 
was soon promoted to Sturmfuchrer. In 1936, however, he 
was given an assignment of a different neture. The Nazis 
were at this time conscious of the fact that they possessed 
no active Intelligence Service operating in other countrica, 
and NAUJOGKS, with a man named Wolfrang SANNER were in 1936 
and 1937 sent on a mmber of journeys to many countries in 
Europe in order to prospect for and organise a system of 
industrial espionare.e SANNER was an employee of the well~ 
known German electrical“cenreern feleGey and the cover 
etyployed was visits to the foreismn branches of this COMpAanyy, 
In the summer of 1937, in the course of these operations, ~ 
NAUJOOKS paic a short visit to Bnrland, 


On his return from these travels, NAUJOCKS wa, 
promoted at the end of 1937 to Hauptsturmfuehrer in the SeSe 
and simultaneously transferred to the S.D. Hauptamt VIe 
This appointment brousht him into closer contact. with the 
icading firures in the Nazi Party, and by March 1938 he had 
roaghed: the rank of Sturmbannfuehrer and was mide chief of 
the department dealing with South Eastern Europe, Ho states 
that it was now that the Nazi Party begam seriously to 
concentrate on political espionare in the countries bordering 
on the Reich rather than on economic matters only, Hauptamt 
VI became in consequence a mich more important department. 
Barly in 1959 HEY DRIGH sent for NAUJOCKS and asked him to 
uncderteke the tesk of arresting a man named BERNDT who worked 
in the Propaganda Ministry ond who in some way or another had 

| /contrived 
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contrived to offend HEYDRICH. NAUJOCKS says that he was 
not specifically ordered to liquidate BERNDT, but uy 3 
stressed that he wes to use his revolver without hesitation 
if the victim made the slirhtest attempt at resistance, 
Realising that he was prectically beinr asked to murder 
BERNDT, who incidentally was well-known to him, N/UJOCKS 
begged to be excused anc took leave. As a result HEY DRICH 
scvcrely reprimoanded him, In spite of this, however, 
HUYDRICH soon consulted NAUJOCKS acain when he put forward 
& proposal to organise o dbeetericlo,;ical Gepartment which 
could be employed in the surreptitious liquidation of 
persons rerarced by HEYDRICH as cdanzerouse WN/UJOOKS azain 
asserts that he refusec to have anythinz to co with this 
Sschene » However that. may be, HEYDRICH soon entrusted him 
with yet another mission, that of touring Austria and 
Czechoslovakia to observe the process of Nazification 
althoucsh the precise objects of this mission are not at all 
Qleor. «Whilst he was in Vienne on this oceocasion N/AUJOGKS 
first made the acguaintance of Hitler himself. 


f{ccordins to N/UJOCKS his personal difficulties with 
HEYDRICH now incrensec and he made efforts to leave the SD, 
and join the Luftwaffe but, when HSYDRICH heard of this, he 
was @exccedingly eancry and refused consent. HEYDRICH himself 
appears still to have reposec considerable confidence in 
NAUWJOCKS, since in August he informed N/USOCKS that Hitler 
was determined to attack Poland within a month and it would 
be necessary to stacse some frontier incidents which would 
lead the world to believe thet the first arccressive move had 
been made by the Poles and not by the Gormanse /ceordincg to 
NAUJOCKSs, certain lit<term prisoners from concentration 
camps were given fatal injections, cressed in Polish army 
uniform and sent to the German frontier in Upper Silesian in 
packing casese They were there riddled with bullets to 
Give the impression that they hed been killed in the course 
of a raid on German territory. NAUJOCKS Gives a gruesome 
account of this and in particular seys that some of the 
victims arrived at their destination only half cead,. 
NAUJOCKS' particular part was to seize the Glewitz bronad-= 
casting station and arrange for a Polish speaking German te 
broadeast on appeal to his "countrymen" to rise against the 
Gormeans. The broadcast was, then cbruptly cut off, shots 
were fired and a corpse with which NAUJOCKS had previously 
been provided was left lying on the studio floor ricdled 
with bullets. 


The final episode in this period of NAUJOCKS' career 
3s one which has already cained some motoriety in the Venlo 
incident. In Novemz r 1939 the SD. received information 
thet a British officer, Major STEVENS, together with one BES, 
had a rendezvous at a cafco just on the Dutch side of the 
frontier at Venlo. is far as is known they were expected 
to mect oa representative of a dissident clement within 
Germany, NAUJOCKS, with his friend GOBTTSCH and nine mon, 
all in civilian clothes, were civen tH@™€hSkE of kidnapping 
STEVENS and BEST anc taking them to Germanys When the car 
containing the two mon reached the cafe NAUJOCKS and his 
party were waiting, rushed across the frontier firing thelr 
revolvers, seized STEVENS and BEST and Grove them away to 
Gormany. NAUJOCKS, in company with all the others taking 
part, received the Iron Crosse In his first statement 

/NiLUJOCKS 
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MUJOCKS has siven a Pactual account of this incident which 
necords substantially with the inform:tion already in pur 
possession but it is thoucht that he must know e creat deal 
about the circumstances which lay behind it. 


In Desoemscr 1939 NAUJOCKS' talents were turnod in 
another direction. He had noticed that there was Little or 
no technical apparstus or material availeble for scerct 
accents with missions abroac anc he was encouraced by his 
Superiors to develop a new department in Berlin denalinc with 
such motters. The most important of the preparations mnde 
by NAUJOCKS was the printing of lar;e numbers of for-ca 
English bank=-notes in 1940 which were to be used in connec ce 
tion with the invasion of this country. On the conclusion 
of this, NAUJOCKS was civen his last mission by HEYDRICH. 
namely to purchase a Dutch film concern in conjunction with 
SANNER, to provide a cover for a new German Intellirenes 
network, SANNER, however, appears to have srransed as part 
of the bargain that Exit bermits should be Sranted to the 
Jewish cireotors of tho Dutch film concern and NUIOCKS was 
implicated. £8 a result, carly in 1941, NAUJOCKS was 
degraded from his position of Sturmbamfuehrer to that of an 
ordinary S,S. man. it his own request he was then trans- 
ferred to the Waffen S.S. with whom he seryed in the Russian 
campnipn but was eventuelly invalided out. With various 
intermissions, he says thet he was suffering in hoeolth wrxtsh 
iupgust 1942, He then obtained a position as civikion 
assistant in the German cconomic administration in Brussols. 
His particulor section was cmployced in supressing the 


‘Belgian Black Morket and he also acted ss an adviser to the 


Germans in connection with trade deals with the Germens. 
NAUJOCKS admits that this work brousht him into contact not 
only with cconomic officials but also with the S.D. ant 
Police oauthoritics, He woulc, howcver, have it DSelieved 
that he teok no part in any poLiticel or SD. activitics. 
In spite of this, in April 1943, he was sent for by MUZLLER, 
Leiter of Amt IV of the R.S.HA. who sent ham onc jo 

to the Balkans with instructions to study the political 
situation with a viow to on arcreement being arrived at with 
Mihsailovich. He carried out this mission and reported in 
effect that nothings could be achicved until the German 
fRecordec. better terms to the Croats. He then returnod to 
his work at Brussels which now besan to involve trips to 
Perris where he hac consultations with KNOCHEN and other S.D, 


officials,

In 194 NAUJOCKS wa& f¢iven one further mission by ‘the 
SoD. He was instructed to report to KALTENBRUNNER who was 
worricd_about the Danish situstiong KALTENBRUNNER passed 
him to[SCHELLENBERG| who introducec him to SKORZENY. SKORZENY's 
assignment in this” connection was to orranise counter— 
sabotage in Denmark. NAUJOCKS made several of the trips to 
Denmark in conncation, with this and it is at present somes 
what difficult to eppreciate his precise role. He states 
that he reported to KALTENBRUNNER that the situation was 
difficult and could not be dealt with properly without an 
adequate supply of men anc® sabvotarce material. 






NAUJOCKS now resumec his work for the ecomomic section 
in Brussels where he stnyed, apart from leave, until the 
/decinning 
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becinning of September. He then left with the other Gore 
nins, leaving behinc, however, his mistress Claire BONSDN, 
After various travels in Germany, he eventually cane to 
Vicnnn where he met once more his old friend GOLTTSCH who 
had, incidentally, in July tolc him that he ciso hed turneG 
anti-Nozi and was in close touch with certain clements in 
fustric who wished to cet in touch with the /llics with a 
view to bringing about a speecy end to hostilitics. Now» 
in Vienna, GOETTSCH introcuced NAUJOCKS to the man who was 
snid to be tho lenacer of this movement, onc Professor 
HEINRICH, and longs conversations ensued between the two with 
the ultimate odjcct of forming an independent Justrian 
covernment before the Russians hed time to bolshcvize the 
COUNTY. HEINRICH cave NAUTOCKS the lettcr to CHRISTI 
mentioned above and suggested a method of commimication 
throuch the BBC. WiUJOCKS Drought with him ecrtcin 
dctails of the code word which was to be usec, the method 
of determinin;:: the froquenecy, call=<signs and times, and the 
transposition code which would eventually be used for 
messaces.e irmcd with this matcrial, N.UJOCKS was then able 
to motor right scross Germany to the Western Front, heaving 
been provided by GOETISCH with a false military identity 
cord whieh, it was said, would enable him to pass without 
difficulty through the German front lincs, NWAUJOCKS steatgs 
that the pass was successful and hoe was allowed to proceed 
into no-man's-land. 


In itself the allocation of « man with such a carecr ss 
tho emissery of an enti-Nozl movement would appear to 
peaquire considerajnle explanation. When it is found that 
WAUJOGKS himself is introduced to this movement by his 
former collearue in assassination GOETTSCH, who has himself 
fortumntiely become an anti-Nazi, the suspicion is heichtenof. 
Furthor, when considered in detail, NAUJOCKS' story is 
obviously full of omissions. For cxample, in his first 
intcrrorations at Camp 020, he made no mention of the part 
he played in association with GOBTTSCH in arranging a mecting 
between the Slovak leader Dr. TISO and HITLER in March 19394 
anc. evidence is aceumlating from other sources which shows 
that he has civen an altogether false picture of his 
notivitics in Bel;;ium, It would eppear in fact. that 
WAVTJOCKS has told of incidents and people about which he 
sEpoicts moO ory hove some information, Dut has corcfully 
hold back on other matters. The chances of his being a 
cenuing emissary from an Austrian uncdercround movement sce 
remote and the likelihood is either that his mission was 
Sponsored by tho Germans as a means of attempting to 
wreovear guch an uncoersround movement Dy bringing it out 
dnto the open, or that NAUJOCKS is making use of his 
knowledce of such elements for his personal advantage in 
the hope that he may avold veins broucht to trial. by one oY 
other of the countries against whose Lawa he has offended. 
In view of NAUJOCKS’ reticence, the investigation is still 
open and it is hoped that he may be forecd to give a creat 
deal more intorcseting information about the Nazi recime 
and its personalities.

We were very interested to read Alfred NAUJOCKS' statement, since 
all the details connected with the murder of FORMIS are well knowm to 
use The case created a sensation at the time, and was reported by the 
world press. The investigation department of the Prague Police, which 
more or less corresponds to the British C.I.D., took charge of the 
case, which was conducted in conjunction with the Deuxieme Bureau of 
the Czechoslovak General Staff. Both Colonel Slama and the other 
members of the Czech Security Service here are therefore familiar with 
this case and know the result of the investigations from personal 
experience. 


We knew at the time that the murder was perpetrated by two men and 
a woman, who afterwards succeeded in escaping over the frontier into 
Germany at Sneznik in North Bohemia (near Decin). It was established 
that of these three persons the actual murderer was a certain MUELLER, 
and that his accomplice was a certain Edith KERSBACH. It was not 
possible at the time to definitely ascertain the name of the other man, 
but we remember that the name GOETSCH also came up in this connection.

NAUJOCKS' statement as contained in your letter corresponds in 
general with what was established regarding the murder at the time. 
His description of the village Zahori (Cahourcy) is also correct, and 
proves that he actually took part in the mrder of FORMIS. His descrip- 
tion of how the murder was done also corresponds more or less with what 
was established at the time, except that he endeavours to minimise his 
own share in the affair. 





As we have a very particular interest in clearing up the mrder as 
far as possible, and since we know further details of the case which 
NAUJOCKS does not mention, we request that we may be permitted to 
participate in his interrogation. Our interest in this case is 
increased by the fact that NAUJOCKS charges HEYDRICH himself with 
instigating the murder. ree 





In repeating our request that we may be permitted to participate 
in NAUJOCKS' interrogation, we wish to inform you that we should 
delegate the following for this: Colonel Bartik, Colonel Slama and 
Captain Malac, who was formerly a high police officer in Czechoslov

claimed by Subject. This case is considered highly important; and if Subject 
is found to be sincere and as presented, he will be a valuable source of both 
information and of’ actual activity in the Austria Underground work, Attention is 
particularly called to that part concerning the clandestine radio. 


2. Subject claims to be emissary for a resistance group in Austria. 
This group consists of intellectuals, certain members of the 55 ae Party whe 
are actually in opposition to the present government, and Communist groups. ine 
main aim of this resistance group is to establish tontact with he British 
sovernment in order to prevent the Russians from installing a Communist state 

in Austria. | 


3; Subject joined the SS in 1931. In 193, he was appointed to the P.I. 
(politicalinformation) branch of the party. At the end of 1934 Subject started 
to work at the SD in BERLIN. The year 1940 he had attainedthe rank of 
STURMBANFUEMRER (major). In the course_of the year Subject had a violent 
quarrel with HEYDRICH., The latter accused Subject of accepting a bribe; when 
Subject refused to obey an order for execution of certain personalities he was 
degraded and sent to the Waffen SS. 


h, Subject was in the Waffen 55 in the LEIBSTANDARTE ADOLF “ITLER, 
and fought in Russia for a while. Im 1941 he got the jaundice and also 
stomach ulcers.

After the 
word KAPUZINER the frequency must be mentioned.» 90 minutes later England will 
broadeast on the announced frequency with the call name ODP. The Austrian 
station: will broadcast at the Pollowing frequencies: .Day 9220, Night 6310 and 
6450. The call name will by KFN. The transmitter to be used is supposed to 
be the SD transmitter in VIENNA. -Messages will be transmitted in a stcret 
code.

8, If communications as proposed above cannot be established Subject 
has an alternative. He claims that by mentioning the name of GEHEIVRAT

9. Gdl. CHRISTIE is supposed to be connected with the Huropean branch of 
the Foreign Office in LONDON. In the summer of 1938 he was an aid to Lord 
Ranciman during nis mission to MUNICH. Said Col. CHRISTIE is supposed to 
have met Prof. HEINRICH in the winter of 1937-38 in AROSA, Switzerland. Subject 
Claims that already at that time Prof. HEENRICH decided to work out a system to 
contact Colt. CHRISTIE when the opportunity had come. The countersign to be 
used for initial contact was the following:. "VATER DER SCHLOSSKINDER". Subject 
has a letter in his possession for Col. CHRISTIE which is signed this very way.
